RISK OF REVOLUTION. 


None Incurred By Spain In Abandon- 


Ing War. •ngasta Seeks to Avoid 


Hard Coudltlons« 


London,' July 13.—Madrid has «iken 


the defeat of Cervera so quietly that 
peace is possible without risks of revo- 
lution. 
Sagasta Is not willing to sac- 


rifice his political reputation by propos- 
ing peace under hard conditions. 
He is 


bent on havtag a convenient substitute 
Incur the unpopularity. 
When peace 


has been made he will return to office 
and die in the harness. 


There fa great interest here in the con- 


ditions of peace which the United States 
may propose; and there will be gen- 
eral disappointment if a war indemnity 
based upon the Philippines be so meagre 
that either France or Germany can raise 
the money and obtain possession of the 
islands. 


It is believed here that the European 


powers will not Intervene in any way 
unless a high Indemnity is proposed. 
In that event the powers may use their 
diplomatic offices for obtaining a re- 
duction of the indemnity. Whether the 
Indemnity be high or low, Spain un- 
aided will never pay it; but unless it be 
a substantial one, some European power 
will pay it and the United States will 
be empowered to withdraw from the 
Philippines, precisely as Japan has re- 
tired from the mainland of China. Eng- 
land eagerly desires America to remain 
permanently in the Philippines. 


All H»te tUllgned. 


Madrid, July 13.—All the Spanish min- 


isters have handed their resignations to 
the premier, who has explained the 
situation to the queen regent; but the 
difficulty is that nobody is wining to 
accept 
the 
premiership. 
Marshal 


Campos would accept it, but he does not 
command a majority in the chamber of 
deputies. 


While the military party urges war, 


a large proportion of the civil population 
is desirous of peace. It is pointed out, 
however, that if the United States in- 
sists upon the cession of Porto Rico and 
the Philippine islands the general feel- 
ing will be in favor of a continuation of 
hostilities, many Spaniards believing 
that the situation in Cuba will enable 
Bpaln to prolong the struggle for a long 
time. 


Sagasta's Laconic Answer,

In others the lower portion ex- 
tends down in the flaring points, these 
faced with silk and ruffled with fine 
lace or chiffon or some other diaphanous 
material. 


Ono very dainty fancy for gowns for 


(summer -wear is to have the bodice cut 
away at the neck, leaving a guimpe of 
lace or plr.ited mull to reach to the 
neck, where it is finished with a high 
stock collar of Wain material over a rib- 
bon. 
At the shoulders there are epaulet 


caps of the dress material edged with 
•white lace and made in fanciful shapes. 
The sleeves are most often of the thin 
stuff, puffed and shirred to the wrists. 
Dotted swiss is of ten, employed for these 
guimpes and sleeves.

There are stripes, checks, plaids 
and moire, also damask and satin 
effects in these linings. It is little short 
of marvelous to see -what a variety of 
effects, can be evolved from a cotton 
balL Some of these linings are quite 
pretty enough to be worn as dress ma- 
terial. They follow the designs in the 
lighter silks with wonderful fidelity. 


Among the new fall silks I see dozens 


on dozens of designs in printed foulards.

Fqroandina, which ha* been selected far 


tha new array camp, is an old Florida sea- 
port 38 miles northeast of Jacksonville. 
The principal points of advantage which 
Fernandina has over Key West, Tampa 
and other Florida ports, from a military 
view, are the puie and abundant water, 
the deep vratwr of the harbor, furnishing 
Rood facilities for loading troops; the ease 
of access of the camp site for loading and 
embarking troops, the magnificent sea 
bathing for the men, the oool breezes from 
tho ocean and tho excellent drainage facil- 
ities. All those combine to make it one of 
tho best points for a large camp in the 
south. 


Tho land is furnished free, and the wa- 


ter is served to the camps at no cost to the 
government or mon. Both these consid- 
erations, so utterly different from the con- 
ditions prevailing; at Tampa, somewhat 
astonished the officers sent to inspect the 
sites offered. 


The city is located on a fine landlocked 


hay, the St. Mary's river, a large fresh 
water stream emptying into its upper end. 
The bay is possibly four or five miles long 
by a mile or two miles wide. It has deep 
water along the water front and in the 
parts adjacent, so that ample room could 
he had for a fleet of SO or more large trans- 
ports at a time. On the bar at present 
there is 21 feet at high tide. Tho opera- 
tions now going on at the south jetties, 
according to Colonel Benyaurd, United 
States officer in charge of the coastwise 
work, is likely to give 23 feet soon. This 
will give ample room on the bar for the 
largest transports to go out fully Indon. 


The dockage faoilitiea are excellent. 


For years past tho phosphate and lumber 
interests have been increasing, and tho 
piers have been arranged and rebuilt with 
a view to the quick loading of a number 
of vessels at onco. Several transports can 
lie alongside the wharfs at a timo and the 
supplies and troops be put on board with- 
out loss of time and with ease. 


The town lies on rolling land and is 


about two miles from the seacoast. The 
land between tho town and coast is high 
rolling pine land, wooded with giant 
dwarf and water oaks. Tho soil is hard, 
there being a noticeable absence of the 
shifting sand found at the other camps.

parade or drill ground. The beach is over 
18 miles long and is one of the finest on 
the south Atlantic coast. The bathing is 
superb. 


The water supply is abundant, and from 


analysis it has been found to be wholesome 
and good. It is secured from several ar- 
tesian wells, the same as at Jacksonville, 
good water being found at a depth of 800 
to 1,200 feet. The Water is being piped to 
the camp site now. Eight inch mains are 
used to carry the water to the camp site 
and 6 inch pipes to carry it through the 
company streets, giving each company as 
many plugs or hydrants as may be needed. 
This will pftve of gr»at advantage to the 
troops, giving them tin ample supply of 
water at their tent doors. The tents will 
be from a quarter to half a milo from the 
shore of the bay. , 


There are ample facilities for securing 


good and lafgo warehouses for storehouses 
for the commissary and quartermaster's 
departments. On the piers there are sev- 
eral where the trains can be unloaded di- 
rectly. Near by in the town are several 
others that can be secured, so that the fa- 
cilities in this line are all that could be 
desired. 


The health of the place is beyond all 


question. The reports of the city health 
officers prove that the health of Fernan- 
dina summer or winter is phenomenal. It 
has a low death rate, and the utter absence 
of malaria makes it a great summer resort 
for people fr6m the interior. In this re- 
spect it has no equal in the state, except 
perhaps Jacksonville. 


Fernandlna is an old town with many 


marks of antiquity about her. The one 
main street runs east and west leading 
eut from the station direct to tee beach. 
From this radiate many smaller thorough- 
fares, many of them lined with cozy homes 
and handsome mansions. It has a history 
and in wartimes was an important point. 
It has a largo shipping trade now, and it 
is a lively place in that line. It is a qniot, 
moral town, and the soldiers will not have 
the bad influences to contend with that 
they have had at Chattanooga and other 
larger cities. It will tend to make the 
camps much easier to control and aid in 
establishing a better morale for the sol- 
diers.

World Has Not a Belter Lot of Fighting Men 


Than Wears tha Blue. 


Washington, July 13. — Major De 


Grajidprey, military attache of the 
French embassy, has just returned from 
the American headquarters near San- 
tiago, \vhere he was observing for his 
government the progress of military 
operations. "I have the most complete 
admiration for your men," he said to a 
reporter. "They are a superb body in- 
dividually and as an army, and I sup- 
pose not throughout the world is there 
such a splendid lot of fighting men. It 
Is the aghting: characteristic of the men 
which is moat apparent. They are ag- 
gresslV<», *agar for action, never need- 
ing the voice of an officer to push them 
forward. Another marked character- 
istic is the self-reliance of each man— 
what we call the character of 'i^.itia- 
tive.' It is almost unknown, in Kuro- 
pean armies, where every movement 
and the move to meet each action of the 
enemy await the initiative of an officer; 
but with your men they fight to the 
front, meeting each emergency as it 
arises, overcoming obstacles by their 
own Initiative. Such self-reliant fight- 
ing men make an 
exceptionally im- 


patuous army, for every unit contributes 
to the irresistible onward movement. 
The Spanish troops do not have this 
characteristic. They are more passive, 
more cautious. 
The impetuosity of 


such fighting material has the effect 
of inspiring a morale among the troops, 
making them feel that success is as- 
sured and at the same time carrying 
disorder and depression into the rank of 
the enemy." 


Major De Grandprey saia that the 


fighting about Santiago was Bomethin 
entii?ely different from the warfare of 
European and other armies of modern 
times. The donse vegetation and tangle 
of tropical vines made it impossible to 
observe the usual military formations. 
As a result there was little or no effort 
*o fight in solid formation. Every man 
was fighting for himself, pushing for- 
warfl through the shrubbery, vines and 
tail grass. It was Impossible to see the 
enemy. Thera was no line of battle 
ahead against which the assault was 
directed. Only through the reports of 
tha pickets and from the crack of rifles 
here ami there ahead was it known that 
a, fighting force was there. This made 
the shooting irregulaY, as it was seldom 
possible to see one of the opposing sol- 
diers to get a distinct aim at him. The 
main result of this was to bring the two 
fighting: forces close together gradual- 
ly, until they were fighting at short 
range. In this respect, Major De Grand- 
prey pointed out, it was a return to the 
fighting of 200 years ago, when the short 
range arms then in> use compelled fight- 
Ing at close quarters.

Smith reports that so far comparatively 
little damage has been done, but the 
point has been reached where a con- 
tinuation of the dry weather will entail 
serious injury to grain, potatoes, vege- 
tables and ff'uit. The soil is too dry for 
cultivation in many southern sections. 
Hoeing, however, in many sections is, 
completed. The weather has favored 
haying, which has been pushed with 
great success. The light frost of the 
6th nipped the more tender vegetation 
in the lowlands of the northern states. 
The hailstorms of the 4th in the south- 
ern states was of sufficient violence in 
some sections to injure crops, especially 
in Connecticut. In parts of Rhode Isl- 
and and Connecticut the drought has 
ruined pastures, the grass being as "dry 
as hay" and feed becoming short. The 
cool weather of the closing days of the 
week has restrained somewhat the ruin- 
ing effect of the drought. 


In parts of Maine, notably portions of 


"Cumberland county, large crops of 
barley and oats are assured. There is 
still some complaint of oats rusting in 
Connecticut and western Massachu- 
setts. With few exceptions corn is 
growing rapidly and is improved in 
color. All agree that this crop is back- 
ward from 10 days to two weeks.

Our 
provisions, arc getting short snd there 
are uo more v, ithm 1" miles of us. Yes-

What We Should Drink. 


We should drink from one-third to two- 


fifths as many ounces as we weigh in 
pounds, says Professor Allen in The Jour- 
nal of Hygiene. Therefore, for a man 
weighing 16S pounds would he required 
from 56 to 64 ounces daily, or from IK to 
4 pints. This we regard as a very indefinite 
answer 
The amount of water required 


depends on the season of the year, the 
amount ot work done and the kind of food 
eaten. In hot weather we require more 
thaftin cold, because of the greater loss 
through the skin, though this is in part 
made up by the lesser amount passed 
away through the kidneys 
If a man la- 


bors very hard, he requires more than if 
his labor is light. A man working in a 
foundry where the temperature is high 
and the perspiration profuse not infre- 
quently drinks three or four gallons daily. 


If the food is stimulating and salty, 


more water is required than if it is no't. 
Vegetarians and those who use much fruit 
require less water than those who eat salt- 
ed fish and pork, and often get along with 
none, except what is in their food. 


In most oases our instincts tell us how 


much water to drink far better than any 
hard or fixed rule. For ages they have 
been acquiring a knowledge of how much 
to drink and transmitting that knowledge 
to descendants, and if we follow them we 
shall not go far out of the way. It is of 
more use to us to know that pure water is 
essential and that impure water is one of 
the most dangerous of drinks, than to' 
know how much of it is required daily. 


If one lives in a region where the water 


is bad, It should bo boiled and put away 
in bottles, well corked, in an ice chest, 
and in addition one should entail tho fruit 
he can, if fruit agrees. Fruits contain not 
only pure water, but salts which are necS- 
ed to carry on healthfully the functions 
of life,—New York Ledger.

At noon we had a dish of thin, 
bean soup, and each man was given four 
biscuits apiece, all we have to eat. The 
cold is intense and the snow drifting 
badly. This morning it is still cold and 
blowing Something must be done. One 
of the party has just been out and step- 
ped into a snow bank up to his neck. 
The trail is entirely obliterated, but 
one of the men has volunteered to go 
ahead on snowshoes and break the trail.

The start is made, and at 8 o'clock

Every one is anxious 
to get over these glaciers, and every one 
begrudges the time and fuel it takes. 


At the foot of the summit on the 


other side of the glacier we strike 
plenty of spruce and hemlock timber 
and plenty of game. Once there we 
have the lako to cross. After this trip 
of 12 miles we make a portage north to 
a stream leading to the Copper river. 
The one leading out of the lake is filled 
"with dangerous rapids. If there is gold 
beyond, this toil, hardship and suffer- 
ing Trill amount to nothing, but \> ho 
knows? 


The country has never been explored. 


No one has como from there with gold. 
Pleasing stories of fabulous gold finds 
on the Copper river have been written 
by the score. As far as I am able to dis- 
cover, hovrever, they are but fables, al- ' 
though color can be found anywhere 
between hero aud Valdes lauding. Some ' 
have already staked claims there and ' 
•will prospect when the snow goes away. 
The rocky, jagged mountains are seamed 
with low grade gold and copper ore. 
All these signs are promising. They en- 
courage men to go on. Every one is 
hopeful, and the most hopeful are the 
few wives, sisters and mothers of sturdy 
argonauts on tho trail, who trudge 
along half blinded by these vast ex- 
panses of snow while the long drawn 
out roar of snow slides reverberates 
through the canyons. 


This journey over tho glaciers is the 


most tedious aud tho slowest of the en- 
tire trip. - It takes so long to make it. 
No one supposed it would take so much 
time, and many are going this way to 
reach the Tanana river. tt is doubtful 
if they will reach it before fall.

no ypanish soldiers left here to fight.

189G and was the outcome of a conspir-

parture of coasting vessels and trains. 
Its inhabitants, numbering a few hun- 
dreds, weio largely Cubans aud negroes 
and engaged in cigar making or in load- 
ing or unloading vessels. .Since the war 
bognn, however, Port Tampa has been 
aroused from its lethargy and displays 
quite.iremarkable1 decree of animation. 
Without eountint,' the soldiers and the 
many victors attracted thithjr itb pop- 
ulation has, moio than quadrupled since 
thiii, and v\e'u tlie la/.iest of its resi- 
dents display activity and are ready to 
take ad', antafro of tho many opportuni- 
ties of niakmg money whioh now tall 
m their v, ay. 


Nothing Spanish is popular here, ex-

To one who knew Poit Tampa in ante- 


bellum tiraes the change that has taken 
of guerrilla waifaro, General Agnmal- 
do, one of their leading commanders, 
opened negotiations with the Spanish, 
and m December, 1897, he ordered his 
people to lay down their arms.

Aguinaldo, himself dissatisfied with tho 
conduct of the authorities, cast in his 
lot again with the insurgents.

gents had at one time as many as 50,000 
men in the field, but as their weapons 


place withm the last few weeks must 
seem marvelous. Before then there were 
but few vessels in the port at one time; 
now the whole shore is lined with trans- 
ports, dispatch vessels aud tugs, and 
warships in port or in the offing are seen 
daily. 
The total number of transport 


vessels here recently approximated 
closely to 30, with a carrying capacity 
of about 30,000 men. Most of them lay 
idle in the harbor for some weeks and 
cost Uncli- t<im a nice sum without any 
services being rendered. 
During the 


past week or ten days, however, they 
have been kept busy transporting troops 
and supplies for Cuba. Immense stores 
of provisions for the invading army 
have been brought to this locality re- 
cently. From tho commissary's depart- 
ment it bns been ascertained that 5,000, - 
000 rations were stored here and at 
Tampa, a sufficient quantity of provi- 
sions to provide subsistence for 50,000 
men for 100 days.

and Unwelcome Disfigurement. 


A black eye is simply a bruise, a black 


and blue spot, of the eyelids and the parts 
underneath the orbit. All these tissues 
being very loose and spongelike in texture, 
the blood which escapes beneath the skin 
in all cases of bruising and constitutes the 
black and blue rnarfc spreads very widely 
and causes great disfigurement. 


Sometimes, if the injury has been se- 


vere, there will b& an escape of blood be- 
neath the membrane covering the eyeball, 
but the eyeball itself usually escapes Seri- 
ous damage owing to its elasticity and to 
the etncient protection afforded by the 
bony ring forming the edges of the oVb.it. 


A short time after the injury has been 


received swelling of the part sets in, the 
skin is reddened aud hot, and there is a 
feeling of tension, if not more or less ac- 
tual pain. This is the time to treat the 
bruise in order to prevent as far as possible 
the formation of the "black eye." 


If nothing is done, the discoloration 


eoon appears, first of a dark reddish pur- 
ple coior, and then almost black; later it 
fades off with a play of colors, green, blue 
and yellow, until gradually all traces of 
the accident disappear. 


The first thing to do, and that as soon 


as possible, is to apply cooling lotions to 
the part A good way to do this is to keep 
two small handkerchiefs in a bowl of ics 
water axid apply them alternately, squeezed 
dry and folded four ply. As soon as one 
handkerchief grows warm, it should be re- 
placed by tho Other. 


By the end of the first day the cold ap- 


plications will have done all the good they 
can, and tlipn handkerchiefs wrung out 
of very hot water, in which boras or borio 
acid has been dissolved, should be applied 
and changed every minute oitwo. At the 
same time the discolored part may be 
stroked gently with the finger for 10 or II 
minutes at a time every two or tbJtej 
hours. This is a tedious process, .bnt'ij 
will shorten the sufferer's period of em 
barrassment by three or four dayd if pefc 
severed hi.—Youth's Companion.;

States, excepting only the exact spots 
fhere our brave boys in blue may hap- 
pen at the time to be fighting for the 
jonor of the flag, there is no place in 
>hose social, political and business con- 
litions greater interest is just now tak- 
}n by the people of this country than 
ihe Sandwich Islands, officially known 
>nce the deposition of Queen Liliuoka- 
"ini as the republic of Hawaii. 


The Sandwich Islands, 12 in number, 
illy seven of which are inhabited, are 
ie most northerly cluster of the Poly- 
Vsian archipelago in the Pacific ocean, 
-^tending in a curve from northwest to 
Southeast 360 miles, just below the 
h-opic of Cancer, In the mean latitude of 


Hawaii is a land of eternal sunshine, 


of lovely summer temperature, where 
extreme heat is never known, the mean 
temperature being 75 degrees. It is re- 
markably healthful, the equable climate 
being particularly beneficial to invalids, 
though it is naturally more bracing in 
the mountains, and objects of marvel- 
ous beauty abound on every side. 
The country has a luxuriantly fertile 
soil and such slight drawbacks as earth- 
quakes and volcanoes. But, then, the 
islands are of volcanic formation, the 
fertile lands being in the beautiful val- 
leys and the belt of alluvial soil on the 
shore. The uplands are better adapted 
to grazing than tilling, but there is a 
vast profusion of tropical fruits, grains 
can be produced in two or three annual 


barren lava fields, but so indifferent to 
the forces of nature are the natives that 
near the shore, upon lava beds that are 
scarcely cooled, they cultivate sweet po- 
tatoes, pulverizing the scoria and mix- 
ing with it a little vegetable mold. 


Earthquakes, 
which are generally 


slight, occur frequently, but not so often 
as upon the other islands. This would 
indicate that age does not have a de- 
terrent effect upon the efforts of Mother 
Earth to disturb the surf ace equilibrium. 
There are two great active craters, Ki- 
lauea, the largestin theworld, and Mau- 
na Loa, the former being continually in 
effort, while the latter is intermittently 
so, but the eruptions are of a placid 
character and not to be compared to 
the terrors of Vesuvius, Etna or Chim- 
borazo. The lava generally forces its 
way through the side of the mountain 
at a distance of several miles from the 
terminal crater, which is also active. 
Eruptions in past years have made their 
way to the sea, adding considerably to 
the area of the island. A large town is 
Hilo, on the northeast coast, fertile and 
highly tropical in appearance. 


The capital city, Honolulu, is situated 


on the island of Oahu, the second of thn 
group in size, and not on Hawaii, as 
usually stated. The highest mountain 
peak there is 3,300 feet. Maui, the thiid 
island in size, is composed of two moun-

One of these, the Melithreptes pacifica, 
to use its scientific designation, as it 
does not seem to have any common 
name, has tinder each wing a small 
tuft of feathers of a golden yellow color 
about an inch in length. The noted war 
cloak of the famous ruler,Kamehameha 
I, was made of these rare feathers. It 
was 4 feet long and 11% feet wide at the 
bottom, and its fabrication is said to 
have extended over nine successive 
reigns. 


A'staple of diet with the natives, or 


Kanakas, is the great variety of fish 
with which the waters abound. The 
flora includes the almost incredible 
number of 400 species. There are the co- 
coanut, banana, breadfruit, pandanus, 
cordyline and taro, or kcilo, which is the 


whites at once. They were governed as 
an absolute monarchy and upon feudal 
principle's until 1830, when Kamehameha 
HI was induced to sign a bill of rights 
and in 1840-2 to grant a constitution by 
which he surrendered absolute rule 111 
favor of a government by king, nobles 
and people, with universal suffrage, 
houses of legislation, etc. 


The constitution of 1842 and the civil 


and penal codes were principally pre- 
pared by Chief Justice William L. Lee, 
an American. This judge rendered great 
service to the nation, especially in con- 
veying to the common natives a third of 
the lands of the kingdom, which were 
formerly owned entirely by the king and 
chiefs. This condition continued until 
the accession of Kamehfuneha V, who 
pl>rogntp<1 it- on Aug 13, 1SRJ, and pro- 
mulgated in its stead a constitution im- 
posing qualifications on suffrage and on 
eligibility to the legislature and cen- 
tralizing the government in the hands 
of the king. At this time even many 
Americans occupied various positions 
and salaried offices under the govern- 
ment. It was, however, sui generis in 
the fact that it was the only nation on 
earth thai, had neither army nor navy. 


The native population has been stead- 


ily decreasing, while the influx of for- 
eigners—Americans. 
English. 
Portu- 


guese, Germans, French, Chinese and 
Japanese—has been very great. The de- 
cline of the aboriginals may be traced 
to many causes, of which the principal 
one was their contact with the whites. 
Foreign diseases have been extremely 
fatal to them, ancl smallpox, measles 
and influenza have been 
prevalent 


among them. A hospital established 
years ago in the western part of Molo- 
kai for lepers is of worldwide repute, 
and the story of the hproic priest, Fa- 


His successor was his sister, Queen 


Liliuokalani, the widow of a Mr. Dom- 
inis, a former American resident. She 
made the attempt to promulgate a new 
constitution, obviously for the purpose 
of increasing her power in the govern- 
ment. It was designed to deprive for- 
eigners of the right of franchise, abro- 
gate, the. house of nobles and give to 
the queen the power to appoint a new 
house. 
This effort, aimed principally 


dt the Americans, who are the largest 
property holders in the nation, stirred 
them to action. There was a revolution 
without injury to a single person, and 
a provisional government was estab- 
lished on Jan. 3, 1893, when the queen 
conditionally 
abdicated 
the throne. 


Commissioners were sent to the United 
States government to apply fi.r annexa- 
tion. Under President Harrison it was | 
supposed that favorable action would j 
promptly be taken. The Hawaiian re- | 
public was proclaimed on July 4, 1894, 
and then began a series of endeavors 
by the ex-queen to be reinstated on the 
throne, in the course of which she even 
made personal appeals to the then Pres- 
ident Cleveland. 


Kanford B. Dole, the president, who 


recently made a visit to this country, 
was elected for the term ending Dec. 
31, 1900. The legislative power 
is 


vested in a senate and house of rep- 
resentatives, the former consisting of 
15 members elected by indirect suffrage 
for the term of six years, one-third be- 
ing renewed every two years; the latter, 
of 15 members, elected by indirect suf- 
frage every two years. The president 
is elected for six years by the two 
houses in joint session. It has always 
been understood that the Americans, 
vho are the controlling spirit in Hawaii, 
when they overturned the monarchy 
only desired annexation, as a territory 
to the United States. 


The first treaty, so well regarded by 


the Harrison administration, failed, ow- 
ing to the opposition of President Cleve- 
land, his successor. The attorney gen- 
eral of the Pacific republic, William O. 
Smith, -went to Washington in Febru- 
ary, 1897, to open negotiations, in con- 
junction with the Hawaiian minister, 
for a new treaty of annexation. Sub- 
sequently Lorin A. Thurston and Wil- 
liam A. Kinney were associated with 
the Hawaiian minister, Francis M. 
Hatch, and on June 16 Secretary Sher- 
man signed for the United States a. 


which It was enforced led to the- con- 
troversy with the Japanese govern- 
ment. Another law restricted the im- 
portation of contract Jabonjis in a man- 
ner which the Japanese held to be con- 
trary to existing engagements. 


Though but few of the Japanese on 


the islands are able to read or write 
either English or Hawaiian, which con- 
stitutes the qualification for the fran- 
chise, the Americans there have be- 
lieved that the continued settlement of 
these orientals and the influx of edu- 
cated Japanese would result in the 
transfer of power to them and the 
adoption of such laws as would make 
Hawaii practically if not nominally a 
Japanese colony.

There followed 


a succession of minor troubli s, the gov- 
ernment at on'- tmif .vptling back to 
Japan more than 100 newly arrived im- 
migrants. Two yeai.s a^o a Japanese 
warship, the Naniwa, wa^ dispatched to 
Honolulu, but blie foui.J tho Jmtr-d 
States steamer Philfi'lPlnhtn in O,- har- 
bor, and what she mi^iit have inu-ndt 1 
to do to a. helpless re-public v as check- 
ed by the presence of an iirm.-d repre- 
sentative of a mightier power. 


Last summer there was somo very 


sharp diplomatic correspondence be- 
tween our secretary of state and the 
Japanese minister, but the sincerity of 
the intentions of the United States was 
subsequently recognized. 


The Hawaiian Islands, that first knew 


a. written language as late as Ibi2, have 
been so thoroughly Americanized that 
the English tongue has superseded the 
native e.'most universally, and the cus- 
toms of the United States are moro 
prevalent there than either those of the 
Kanakas or the phases of life prevalent 
at home among Europeans or orientals. 
Some of the small Hawaiian towns are 
exact duplicates of our country villages. 
The islands are today virtually an 
American colony, for they owe their 
progress and prosperity, with the pros- 
pects of a brilliant future, to the domi- 
nation of American enterprise.

It affords 


safe anchorage, great facilities for the 
discharging of cargoes and is easy of 
access from all quarters and with all 
winds. 
Hilo, in Hawaii, also has a 


fairly good natural harbor, protected 
seaward by a reef of coral and lava 
and with from 18 to 24 feet of water. 
It needs wharfs, however, to become of 
use to the world's commerce. 
Lahaina 


has an open roadstead, with good an- 
chorage, and there are indifferent har- 
bors elsewhere in the archipelago, but 
it is about Honolulu that universal in- 
terest centers. It is a paradise alike for 
the robust man and the invalid, being 
particularly adapted as a place of resi- 
dence for all classes. 


Since the New Englander pushed his

products of the islands are extensive, 
including sugar, rice, cotton, coffee, to- 
bacco, sandalwood, arrowroot, wheat,

With the grapes potash, and phosphate

A pound of hellebore dissolved in 35 


gallons of water and used as a spray is 
one of the best remedies for slugs on fruit 
trees. 


Common light manilla bags holding two 


pounds are best for bagging grapes. Pin 
them on and make a little slit in the bot- 
tom to let out the water. 


Tho objections to using animal manure 


with tho grape is that it tends to induce a 
rank, coarse growth of wood and foliage, 
which is unfavorable to the production of 
fruit.—Exchange.

Lieiir Onus at Home:— 


I 
suppose you have 
already read 


about our great battle on Friday while 
trying to take the town of Caney. 


We took the town at last after \\hat 


seemed sure defeat, but we lost many 
men 
and 
hundreds were 
wounded. 


The Spaniards spared no one and pour- 
ed a rain of lead on us from trenches 
and trees und block houses. My hospi- 
tal was iired upon three times, which j 
is strictly against national laws. 


I have four bullet holes through my 


blue shirt but none of the balls hit 
me. I had six holes through my trous- 
ers and one of the steel balls took me 
in the right leg just above the knee on 
the inside and it Dassed downward 
and out between the knee joint. The 
wound is not very serious so please do 
not worry. I am glad I got it for it 
saved my life, because the minute I fell 
a shower of lead passed over my body 
\\ hich would have filled me with lead 
if I had not been on the ground. 
I 


was bandaging a lad with a broken 
arm and a hole through the neck 
when I got hit so you see I was doing 
my duty as well as I could and I was 
right at the front ,too. I dressed my 
wound at once and the next day I was 
carried seven miles to theDinsion hos- 
pital, "tthere I was attended to. The 
next day, Sunday, I was brought here, 
10 miles over an awful road, and soon 
I am to be sent to Key West or the 
states on a hospital ship. 1 am having 
fine treatment and am 
feeling fine. 


Four other Company M boys were 
wounded, but as yet I know no more 
about the men for they are at the 
front. 
The boys are Arthur Carey, 


hit in the left jaw. (He is here with 
me now.) Alfred Thiel, hit in forehead, 
Wallace 
Paradise, hit 
in 
shoulder, 


John Walsh, hit in bowels. Our offi- 
cers are all well, though many in the 
regiment were killed. 


I tell you the boys fought bravely, 


and you ought to feel proud of them. 
Odds were against us but we wri, 
and I have just heard that Sampson 
has sunk Spam's fleet and the f-rmy 
has taken Santiago. Isn't this .. 
-,}••>- 


rious old Fourth? War is hell and :^ 
mistake. 
The people in the United 


States say the Spaniards don't knovv 
how to shoot but I want some of thos 
people to come out here and see for 
themselves and then they won't have 
so much to say about war. The enemy 
had smokeless powder and we didn't 
so that is why they hit so many of us 
They knew where to find us and we 
couldn't see them. We killed hundreds 
of their men though and wounded lots 
more. "We dressed their wounds but 
they killed our wounded. They are 
nothing better than savages. We have 
ust been ordered to the boats so I'l 
have to close. I'll write again as soon 
as possible. Lots of love to all,

Great Barrington Licenses. 


Great Barrington is the latest Berk- 


shire locality to discover a flaw in its 
enforcement of the license laws. The 
town has been granting liquor licenses 
for several years, charging $2,300 for 
the first and fourth class license, and 
also had a committee with an appro- 
priation of several hundred dollars to 
enforce the liquor laws. But a single 
complaint has been made in 10 years 
and 
this was for selling 
liquor to 


minors. 


It is now claimed that the licenses 


granted for the last three years have 
been defective, inasmuch as one of the 
Drovisions of the, first class license 
reads, "and the licensee shall not 
keep an open bar." The licensed deal- 
ers do maintain a bar, and everybody 
supposed that they had a right to do 
so, but it is apparent that they have 
violated the provisions of the license 
every day their saloons were open. 


When the attention of the authori- 


ties was called to the error it was 
found that no one had taken the trou- 
ble to read the license, or if so had not 
understood it sufficiently to discover 
that it was invalid.
